France Has Eyes on Formosa— A 
Chinese Loan Easy— Japan- 
ese ReformB. 

LoNDO.v, Doo. 1 — Tho Central News siys 
that China hoa beon oITdred all tho money 
that the treaty powers aro likely to allow 
Japan to olaim as indemnity on the basis of 
a .(^ par oeut. gold loan, aeoured by the un- 
charged revenues of tho treaty ports. 

The Central Nows corrospondont in Shang- 
hai says that) tho British steamer Guy Man- 
nering ia landing there from Hamburg war 
material valued at $175, UOO. 

A Central News despatch from Che Foo 
aays that) Commissioner Detring, who re- 
turned on Sunday from Japan, repeated in 
an interview to day tho statemonta ho 
made on Monday, th jt ho waa empowered 
to negotiate for peace with Japan in tho 
name of the Chinese board of foreign allairs 
and that ho was recalled boeause tho no- 
gotialioua for peace had paused into the 
hands of tho American minietora to Japan 
and China, Com miasioDer Delring added that 
Col. Hauntken, commandor-io chief of tho 
Chinese ^forces, Ms raising 1C0,!)00 soldiers 
to be officered entirely by Europeana, 
mostly Germane, Some of these oUicora 
have already arrived and othora aro on tho 
way to China, Seven thousand soldiers 
have beon ordered to reinforoo Tung Chow, 
50 miles west of Cho Foo, and are being 
auppliod from Wei Hai Wei. 

A deapatch from Seoul, Korea, dated 
Deoember 3, saj s : " Count Inouyo, the 
Japanese minister, ia taking vigorous mea- 
sures to restore internal order. Radical 
ohangee are bjiog made in tho departments 
of the interior, justice and education. A 
combined foroo uf Japanese and Koreans 
was conveyed by steamer to Asan, and 
inarobed thence te Kong Ji to to attack the 
Toog Haka. This force routed thousands of 
the Tong Haka and killed a large number." 

ToKio, Dec- 4 — Japan haa notified China 
that no further peaoa proposals will be oon- 
eidered unless by a regularly nooredited am- 
biissador from the Chineae court. At: the 
samo time Japan reminda China that it ia 
not Japan which il sainc for peace. Japan 
ia disaatisGed with China's temporizing 
policy and olsims that China ia seeking oon- 
oeaaiona in advance of a formal oonference 
looking to a settlement. 

Wasiiinoto.v, Dec. 4, — A telegram has 
beon received in Ihia city from Kobe to tho 
otieot that Mr. Detring, commissioner of the 
Chineao cuitoma aervico at Tientain, arrived 
at that place on November 20 and expressed 
a wiah to personally deliver to Count Ito a 
letter from Viceroy LI Hung Chang. As 
under tho circumstances this proceeding 
waa considered anomalous and oontrory to 
usage, ICount Ito refused to meet Mr.Detring. 
At tho aamo time Mr. Detring rooeived tele- 
graphic orders from Prince Kung, President 
of the Tsung Li Yameo, recalling him to 
China, Accordingly ho left Kobe Nov, 29, 
but bi foro going he aont the viceroy'a letter 
to Count Ito by post, Tho object of tho let- 
tor waa to ascertain the oonditiona upon 
which peace might be reatored. Id also stated 
that Li Hung Chang had obtained tho sanc- 
tion of tho Kmperor of China to the mission 
of Mr. Dotting, which had for its object tho 
purpose of confidentially ascertaining the 
views of the Japanese government, but Mr. 
Detring's sudden return to Coina under the 
orders of the president of the Tsung Li 
Yamen appears to throw some doubt upon 
tho accuracy of this atatement. 

Tho Stiindard's Paris correspondent says : 
" It is rumored in diplomatic quarters horo 
that Franoe means to have a share if tho 
powers BoizB any territory in the event of 
tho diarupcion of China. It ia supposed 
that she covets Formosa, which Admiral 
Courcet|blockaded in 1884, occupying Ke 
lung and tho minea in the vioinlty. Any- 
how, it is doubtful whether she will allow 
Japan or any other power to aoize Formosa 
without protest. It is underetoud here tlmt 
the Japanese hav^ set their hearts on sign- 
ing u treaty of peace in Peking. The Jjp- 
fnoiio miniater here stated recently that 
Japan meant to have a treaty of Peking, as 
tho Europeana had a treaty of Paris." 



THE AUBBIOA CUF. 

Bnmor That Lord Danrayen !■ Again a Candi- 
date for Its Ponesslon. 

London, Deo. 4. — A representative of the 
United Press qnostionod an intimate friend 
of Lord Dunraven to-day concerning the re- 
port that Lord L">unravcn had already for- 
warded to the Now Vork yacht olub a 
challenge for the America cup. Tho gentle- 
man Interviewed appeared not to ho awaro 
that a challenge had been sent, but added 
that a letter might have been sent with the 
view of gaining timo under tho ten months' 
notice olauao of the deed of gift, 
whiob lottor under curtain conditions might 
bo construed as a challenge. He was cer- 
tain that if a challenge wore sent it would 
not hold good unleas tho cup committee 
granted tho two oondltions demanded by 
Lord Dunraven, Ono of these conditions la 
that tho race bo sailed on terms identical 
with those in tho ViglUnt, and Valkyrie 
contests, tho other ia that tho races be sailed 
earlier than Ojtobor, He believed that af- 
ter the announcement of the cup oommittee'a 
deoIeloD had been received by the Royal 
Yacbt rquadron, a letter had been sent to 
J. V. S. Oddie, aeoretary of the New York 
Yacht olub, ofFerlnK to ohallenge for the cup 
on the conditions mentioned.

Ottawa, Deo. 4.— Lord Jersey's report 
has created a favorable impreaaion here. It 

fully meeta tho anticipation that the mother 
country is prepared to give tho utmost at- 
tention to tho changing needs of tho col- 
onies. Hon. Mr. Howell, opoaktng to-day, 
said he thought it would do muoh to 
strengthen the Imperial feeling and promote 
a closer union of the colonies In their ma- 
terial intoresta. Ho oxpreaaes himself aa 
highly gratified with the document. 

One of the moat frightful dynamite ex- 
plosions whioh has ooonrred in Csnada of 
late years took place in Hull shortly before 
8 o'clock this morning. Aa a result 
four persons were killed and thirty 
injured, considerable destruction being 
done to property, Tho accident occurred 
in connection with the Hull waterworks 
extonaion. Some excavation is being done 
through rock and dynamite had to be used. 
About 100 pounds of thia eiploaivo wero 
stored in a amall cibln. A fire waa built near 
tho cabin for the purpoaeof thawing the dy- 
nimito; somo sticks in the cabin took Sre, and 
before it could be extinguished tho explosion 
took place. The concussion was aoinothlng 
awful and waa felt for miles around. Id 
shook nearly overy house in Ottawa. Two 
of tho killed wore workmen, another a paaa- 
erby, and the fourth a schoolboy on hi", way 
to Bchool. In tho vicinity the damnge ia 
very great. After taking tho ovidonoo the 
coroner's jury returned a verdict that the 
deoeased camo to their deaths by an explo- 
sion of dynamite duo to their own negll> 
genoo. 

TORONTO TOPICS. 

PoiBlblllty of a Canadian Eleven for Enc- 
land-Aldermen Who Have Left the Clly 
—Factories Partially Closed. 

Toronto, Deo. 4.— (Speolal)— It ia possl- 
ble that a Canadian eleven may visit Eng- 
land in 1895, OS one or two gentlemen have 
aignified their willingneas to see tho project 
through.

President Cleveland iu His MesHagu 
Points Out the Defects of 
' tlio TurilT. 

Financial Matters-Constant Depletion 
of the Treasury's Gold— The 
Bankiutr System. 



Washington, Deo. 4.— The following ata 
the eonolndiDg portions of the Freaident'a 
measBge : 

Tho tariflf aot pisBod at the last aeaaion of 
congreea noeda important amondmonts if it 
ia to bo executed tflfjotlvely and with cer- 
tainty. In addition to such neoesaary 
amendmeotB as will not change rates of 
daisy, I am still very decidedly in favor of 
putting ooal and iron upon the free Hat. So 
fnr as tho sugar aohedulo ia couoerned, I 
would be glad under exlaticc apgravations 
to BOO every purtlolo of diflercnliul duly iu 
favor of rcfiniul fUiinv strioUen outj of our 
turilfluw. If witli all llie favor now au 
corded tho euj^nr r<.tining interest in our 
tirilT laws it alill Uuguibhed to tho (xtuiit 
of oloaing rtlinories and diBoharging tlioua 
anda of workmon, it would aeem lo presont 
a hopsleea cikso for.rouaonable Icgiulution. 
VVhalovor olao ia done or omitted, I eurntst- 
ly repeat here the recommendation I hitvc 
mndo in another portion of this oonmiunica- 
tioD, that the additional duty of oue-tbuth ui 
a cent per pound laid upon sugar imported 
from countries paying a bounty on its export 
be abrogated, it seems to me that exceed- 
ingly important ooDsiderations point to ihu 
pronriety of this amendment. 

With tho advent cf a new tarifT policy, 
not only oaloulated to relieve the oonaumera 
of onr land in the cost of their daily life, 
bat invite a better development of American 
thrift and oreate for m olosar and more pro 
Stable comin^roial relations with the rest of 
tbo world, it follows as a logical and iui- 
perativo nccesaity that we should at onco 
lornovo Iha chief, if not the only, obatiiole 
which has eo long prevented our participa- 
tion in the

of the sea. A tariff bnilt upon the theory 
that it is well to oheok imports and that a 
home market rhonld bound the induitry 
and efforts of Amerioan prodneers was fitly 
supplcmcntud by a refuaal to allow Amc'rl- 
c^n registry to vesaels built abroad, though 
owned and naviga'el by our people, thus 
exhibiting a williogneaa to abandon all con- 
teat for the advantuEea of Amerlcm trana- 
Doennic oarriago. Our now tariff policy, 
built upon tho theory that it iu 
well to one urugo auch importa- 
tions as our people need and 
that our products and manufactures ahouUl 
find murkota in every part of tho habitahio 
globo ia consistently aupplomented by the 
greatest posaiblo liberty to our cilizona in 
the ownership ac;'. nivv'gition of shipa In 
which our products and iiianufacturea may 
be transported. Tho millions now paid to 
foreigners for carrying American pasaengera 
and products across the seaa should bo turu- 
ed into Amciicm handa. 

Stiip building, which haa been protected 
to atrangulation, should bo rovived by the 
prospect of protiiablo oniployment for ships 
when built, and the American sailor should 
be resurrected and again take his place as 
a sturdy and induatrioua citizen in time of 
peace and a patriotic and aafe (jofender of 
American intcrrata in the days of conflioti. 
The ancient provision of our law denying 
American regiatry to ahipa built abmad and 
owned by Americans, appears in tho light 
of present conditions not only to bo a fail- 
ure for good at every point, but to bo nearer 
a relic of barbarism than anything that 
exists under tho permission of a statute of 
the United States, I earnestly recommend 
i-jB prompt repeal. 

During the last month the gold reaervo in 
the treasary for the pnrpose of redeeming 
the

circulating as money in tho hands of the 
people became so reduced and it« further 
depletion in tho near future acoined oo cer- 
tiin that, in tho cxeruiso of proper care for 
tho public welfare, it becamo neccp.aary to 
rspleniah the reserve and thuo maintain tho 
pipolar faith in the ability and determina- 
tion of tht government to moot aa agreed ita 
ptcuuiary ouligatious. It would have been 
well if in this emergency tho authority had 
existed to iscuo bonds of tho government 
bearing a low raio of interest and maturing 
within a hlunt period. Congnsa havicg 
failed to confer such authority, resort 
was necessarily iiud to the resump- 
tion aot of 1875, and pureuani to 
its provisions bonds were issued draw- 
ing iuceimt at the rate of 5 percent, per 
annum, and maturing ten years after their 
iisue, that baipg 'he shortest time author- 
ized by the aot. I am glad to say, however, 
that in the sale of these bonds the premium 
received operated to reduce the rate of in- 
tpreB^ to be paid by the government to leus 
than '3 per cent. 

Nothirg could be worse or further re- 
moved from sensible firionco than the rela- 
tions existing between tho currency that the 
government haa issued, tho gold hold for ita 
redemption iind the means which must bo 
retorted to fcir ilu' purpnao of ropleniahing 
Hucli redcnipi iiii! fumi when impaired. Kven 
if the clainvi iipnn lliis fund u ere eonlineil 
to the obligationb originally intended, and if 
tho redemption of llieso obligiitieuB meant 
their cancellation, the fund woultl he very 
ainall. All tliese ouligations w lien receivod 
and redei nji'd in Kold are not cancelled, but 
are reishU' il and may do duty many times 
by way ( f drawing i;old from the treasury. 
Thus we have 

AN i:n])I,).--' chain 

in operation, conntaiuly depleting tho treas- 
ury's wold and never near a linal rest. As 
if this wa' not bad enough, v/o have liy a 
statutory ceelaralion thai it is the polity nf 
the governriient to maintain the parity bo 
tween gold and Hilv( r aided tiie force and 
momentum of this exhausting pioceea and 
added largely to the currency obligations 
claiming tbis jieculiar gold reaurnplion. Our 
email gold reserve is tluia Bul)j'cr, to drain 
from every side. Tbo domanda that in- 
crease our danger also increase tbo neceuBily 
of protecting this reaervo against depletion, 
and ib is most nnsatisfaotory to know that 
the protection afforded is only a temporary 
palliation. 

It ia perfectly and palpably plain that the 
only way under present conditions by 
which this reaervo when dangerously 
depleted can ho repleniohed ia through 
the Issne and sale of tho bonds of tlio 
governmeot for gold, and yoc congress 
has not only thus far declined to authon'/,.' 
the Issue of the bonds best suited to audi a 
purpose, bat there leema a diapoaition In 
some quarters to deny both tho necoaaity 
and power for the issue of bonds at all. I 
cannot for a inonaent believe that any of our 
citixena are deliberately viUlng that their 
government should default in its pecuniary 
obligations, or that its financial operations 
should bo reduced to a silver basis. At any 
rate, I should not feel that my duty was 
done if I omitted any effort I could make to 



avert fuoh a calamity. As long, therefore, 
aa no provi- inu ia made for ibo final rr- 
dem[)' ion or piittinp! aaido ef the ourrcncy 
oblig >tien novv used to repoalodly and co - 
stantly drmv from iho government its gold, 
and i!B lot g as no better authority for bond 
iaauea ia allowed than at present exiata, such 
authority will be utilized whenever o.nd as 
often aa becomes neooasary to maintain a 
gold reaervo sufUoiont to save the credit of 
our country and mako good the financial 
declarations of our government. 

STATE AND NATIONAL BANKS. 

QuestioDB relating to onr banks and our- 
rency are oloaely connected with the snbjaot 
just referred to, and they also present some 
unsatisfaotory featurea. Prominent among 
them are the lack of elasticity in our O'lr- 
rency oirculation and its fre qnent concen- 
tration In financial centres when it ia moat 
needed in otbar parts of the country. The 
abaolute divorcement of the government 
from the businesa of banking is the ideal re- 
lationship of tho governmenc to the oironla- 
tion of tho currency of the oonntry. This 
condition cannot be immediately reached, 
but as a step in that direction and as a 
means cf securing a more olaatic currency 
and obviating other objootiona to the pre- 
sont arrangenionta of bank circulation the 
secretary of the tJeatury presents in hia re- 
port a achomo modifying tho pro- 
sont binking laws and providing 
for tho issue of oiiculating notes 
by State b.iiikn, f'co from taxation, under 
certain limitatious. Tho Secretary explains 
his plan so plainly and ita advantages are 
developed by him with such remarkable 
oloarnesa ihac any efTDrt on my part to pro- 
stn', iu> arguiiK'Ut iu ita support would bo 
aupo. fl.iuua. I shail, tlion foro, content 
niyaalt with an ui!(|U*lifitd iudorsemont of 
the Secretary's proposed, ohaugea in the law 
and a brief and imperfect statement of their 
pren.incnt foaturca. 

It ia proposed to repeal all lawa providing 
for the deposit of United States bonds aB 
ssourity for circulation ; to permit caiional 
banks to

not exceeding in amount 75 per cent, of 
their paid up and uuimpaired capital, pro- 
vided they deposit with tho governmont aa 
a guarantee fund in United Statea legal 
tender notes, including treasury notea of 
IS'JU, a sum of etjual amount to ,'iU per 
cane, of the notea they desire to issue, this 
deposit to bo malntainod at all times, 
but when any bank returns any 
part of ita circulation a proportionate 
part of its guarantee fund shall be returned 
to it ; to permit tho Soorotary of tho 
Treasury to prepare and keep on hand 
ready for iatu?, in case an increase in cir- 
culation is desired, blank national bank 
notes for each bank having circulation, and 
to repeal the provitiona of tho present law 
Imposing limitationa and reatrictiooa, thus 
permitting such incroase or reduction 
within the limit of tho 75 per cent, of 
capital to bo (juiukly made aa emergencioa 
ariso. In addition to the guarantee fund 
required, it ia proposed to provide a safety 
fund for the immediate redemption of ihe 
circulating notes of failed banks, by impoa- 
ing a small annual tax, aay one-half of I per 
cent., upon the average circulation of each 
bank until the fund amounts to 5 per cent, 
of ihe total oirculation outstanding. When 
a bank falls its guarantee fund is to bo paid 
into tbis safety fand, and its notes are to be 
redeemed, in the first inst^tnce from such 
safety fund, thus augmented, any impair- 
ment of auch fund caused thereby 
to be made good from the immedi- 
ately available OBsb asiets of aaid bink, 
and, if these should bo ineullicient, 
such impairment to bo made good by a pro 
rata assessment among other ' banks, their 
oontribntions oonstituting a first lien npon 
the assets of the failed bank in favor of the 
contributing banks. Ai a further security 
it ia contemplated that the existing pro- 
visions fixing the individual liability of 
stockholders is to bo retained, and the 
hank's indebtedness on account of its circu- 
lating notea ia to bo rnado a first lien on all 
ita assets. For the purpose of meeting tho 
expense of printing notes, ctliclal aupor- 
viaion, cancollatioa and other like chargea, 
there shall bo paid a tax of 1 per cent, per 
annum on tho averauo amount of notes in 
circulation. It ia further provided that 
there shall be 

KG NATIONAL BANK MOTHS ISSUED 

of leaa denomination than $10 ; that each 
national bonk, except in case of a failed 
bank, shall release or retire Its notes in the 
first lustanco at its own tffice or through 
agencies to be originated by it, and a fixed 
reaervo may bo maintained on aooonnt of 
deposits. 

Another very importont feature of this 

plan ia tho cxomption of atate hanka from 
taxation by tho United .States in casoa 
where it in hlicwn to tho oati^f.^ciion of iho 
secretary of tiio ire.unry and eomptroller of 
the currency, by bank;! cl-iiniing such ex- 
emption, that they havu not li.u! ouiHtand- 
ing their circulating notes exeonding 7") per 
cent, of thoir paid up acd uuimpairid cap- 
ital ; that their stockholders are indivi. 
dually liablo for th-i redeirt))i ion of their cii- 
culatiug not'.'H to iho full extent of their 
ownership of atoek, and that the lialjilily of 
said banlis njion their circulating nutes con- 
stitutes under their state law a lirut lien 
upr>n tboir assets ; that uuch banks have 
kept and maintained a guarantee fund 
in United States legal tender iiolcH, includ- 
ing United States treasury notes of IS'.IO, 
equal to ;>0 per cent, of i huir outstanding 
circulating notes, and that such banks have 
promptly redeemed their circulating notes 
when presented at their prii c pal or branch 
olliceM. It ia c|uite likely t bai, this scbonie 
may lie u^elully amended in Bome of ita dii- 
taila, but I am satlbSed it furuihlira a b.iBia 
for a very ).reat improvement in our prcaont 
banking and currency sys'em. 

I oonclude thi» uummun cition, fully ap- 
preciating that lliu respoDsibility for »ll leg- 
islation sffeoting the people of tbe United 
Statea rests npon their representatives in 
congress, and assuring tbem that, whether 
in accordance with rect-mmendations I havo 
modo or not, I shall be glad to co-operate in 
[>ei feeling any legislation that tends to tho 
proeporily and welfare of our oountry.

THE PliE'SIDSJNT'S MESS AC IC. 

The moat important and the most ::ntor- 
eatiog part of the Preaident's messago is 
that which relates to the currency. He 
clearly sees that the busineaa of the country 
depends altogether too much on the condi- 
tion of the fiDanoea of the Government. 
The United States Govornmcnt has for ft 
long time been to a greater extent than is 
either aafa or aeoeasary the natioa'a banker. 
We have seen the condition of baainess from 
one end of the Union to the other 
completely deranged beoauao it wus 
believed that the Governinont'a aupply 
of (;old waa running short. The roaaon of 
thia waa that the Uoverumenb had an im- 
pienae amount of paper in oironlation all re- 
deenaable with gold, and a amatler bat still 
Tery large amount of silver oolna whose value 
waa kept up beoauae the Government was 
bound to keep it in a parity with gold. The 
people feared that when they wanted to re- 
deem their paper the Government would 
not have gold enough on hand to answer 
the demand. The resnlt waa panio 
and want of confidence that pro- 
duced the moat disastroua oonacqoences. 
The Government haa been twice obliged to 
renew its supply of gold by aelling bonda for 
gold, hut it ia nob to be expected that thia 
proceea can go on forever. The bttainees 
world of the United States muatnoti belcept 
continnally on the ragged edge whenever the 
Government'a aupply of gold mna abort. 

7h6 Preaident proposoa that an end ahall 
be pat to this undeairable etato oi things by, 
aa he aaya, " the abaoluto divorcement of 
the Government from the buainesa of bank- 
iog," The scheme wbioh he recommends 
to Congreaa aeema to us to bear in many of its 
features a strong resemblance to the ayatem 
that obtains in thia Dominion. The banka 
are to bo cmpowuied to iaaue notea, within, 
of course, safe limitations, and those notes 
are to be secured by a fund which they will 
be required to place in thehanda of the Gov- 
ernment. The moat elaborate preoantiona 
are to be made to secure the holder of the 
notes of a bank which haa failed from loaa. 
We take from the Seattle Telegraph ita ei- 
poeition of the President's scheme. It haa 
evidently given the subject much study : 

We have used the words " free currency" 
as deacriptivo of Mr. Cleveland'a suggested 
currency rolorm. Tho expreasion ia war- 
runted because tho currency recommended 
ia one that would be free to expand aa the 
bueineaii of tho country rcqulroa. The criti- 
ciam to which tho plan, suggostod by tho 
secretary of tho treasury and eadorsod by 
Mr. Cleveland, acoma open ia that it ia cau- 
tioas to exceaa, tho prooautiona taken to 
aeonre note holdera being of auch un ex- 
treme character aa to BUgRost that the busi- 
nosa men of tho country have not ua much 
common honea'y ua Ihcir cnntomporarioa 
elsewhoro, or thu people have Icaa conlidonoo 
in the integrity ot their banking iuatitutiona 
or the administration of the law. 

It ia not proposed that tho government 
shall aasame any responsibility for the pay- 
ment of the bank notes, except so far ua 
relates to the application of the fanda de- 
posited by the banks in the treaaury. Wo 
apeak of the national banks now. It will 
not assume any obligation at all in regard 
to atiite bank notea. Novertheleaa every 
bank muab put up in legal tender notea with 
tho government thirty cents for every dol- 
lar of circulation which it may iaauo, and 
Svo per cent, additional in the form of a 
tar, making in all when the deposit has 
beon completed thirty-five cents on the dol- 
lar. That ia to put one dollar into oircula- 
tioQ tho bank would have to take thirty-five 
cents out of circulation, beeidea holding 
enough gold in roaorvo to redeem ita notea 
on proseutalion. Putting thia noceasary ro- 
sorvo at five per cent., wo have an amount 
equal to 40 per cent, of the currency 
issued looked up either in tho United 
States treasury or tho bank "ault, 
leaving 60 per cent, to go into circulation. 
That ia, a bank having a capital of 
$100,000 could issue §75,000 currency, 
bat it would have to withdraw from uao an 
amonnt of Its capital equal to 10 per cont.of 
this, or $30,000, whicn would make the 
mttXimum of Inoroaao of ourronoy poaaiblo 
under the propoaod system 545,000 on every 
SiQO.OOOof bank capital. It will rK|uiro mi- 
oroBOopio criticism to diauover anything 
which emacks of Inflation in this. Lho likl- 
timoro plan contemplated a 50 per cent, ibsuo 
and Q 5 nor cent, deposit as the normal not 
inoroaao iaauo or $47,500 on every §100,000 
nf capital, with power to inoreaae to about; 
S70 0(J0 neb under abnormal oonditions. lho 
soorotary of tho treasury's auggeation ia 
thoreforo much tho more conaarvative of the 
two Moreover tho proposition ia to limit 
the ieeuo of national bank ourronoy to notes 
of SiO and upwards. This would Ciil for 
tho use of silver to a much larger extent 
than «t present, except so fat aa the laauea 



of atate banks might provide the people 
with paper currency in denominations loss 
than $10. 

Concerning the state banks jt ia suffioient 
to say that the propoaition is to relieve 
their issue from taxation when they comply 
with oonditions similar to those required by 
the national banks, except in the following 
respeob, which it muab be admitted ia a 
very unuaual one, bub aeoma wolt devised 
for the purpose ib is intended to surve. This 
provlaion is'; 

In ease of the failure of a bank having 
outstanding notes, the United States troa- 
aury will proceed at ouoe to redeem tho 
notea oot of the safety fund deposit in its 
hands, which as has been shown, will be 
ultimately 35 per osnt, of the iasue. It will 
also take for that pnrpoae immediately any 
cash which the bank may have on band, 
and if theae aumaoombined are not enough 
to redeem the notea, the other national 
banks mast provide the money for the re- 
demption purposes, to be reoonpod out of 
the assets of the failed bank. The object 
of this ia two-fold : First, to make the note 
holders absolutely secure, and second, bo in- 
sure the circulation of bank notea at par at 
all times in all parte of the country. It is 
an ingenioua provision, and will make lb bbo 
intorost of every national bank in the coun- 
try to support every other national bank. 
A run upon a bank by nolo holders would 
bo hardly likely to occur under auoh clroum- 
atanoea, for all the other national banka 
would feel bound to come to tho aid of one 
that mighb bo threatouod, either by directly 
handing ib gold to redeem ita uoies or by 
redeeming ita notes over their own countora. 
This union of interest to protect circulablon 
would also serve indirectly as an advantage 
to depositors, 

TUB ILLIBIORAL LIB URALS. 

Tho TimoB kindly corrects what it calls a 
few iniatakea which it alleges wo made with 
regard to tho Forfarahire election. It aays 
that tho passage In Sir Charles Tapper's 
Edinburgh address that relates to the Gov- 
ernment policy with reapoct to the cattle 
trade " hud nothing to do with the mutter." 
This ia rather strange. We find that the 
Toronto Empire is of a difTerent opinion. It 
quotes tho corresponding passage from the 
report of the Edinburgh Scotsman aa being 
" what the High Commissioner said on 
the cattle question." Our obliging 
contemporary says that it waa Sir Charles' 
apeech at Dundee that called forth tho 
oriticiams of the English papera. We have 
nob aeen the reply which the High Commis- 
sioner made to the address of the farmers' 
delegation ; bub we venture to say that it 
was in Bubstance precisely what he aaid to 
his Edinburgh audience. In that ahorb paa 
sage the High Commiaaioner atatod with 
brevity, but with admirable clearness and 
correctnosa, the Canadian side of the case. 
That what be said was no more than the 
simple trnth those on this side of the At- 
lantic who take an interest in the question 
oan atteat. Aa It waa the trath apoken in 
the interests of Canada, why do the Times 
and other Canadian newspapers calling them- 
selves Liberal complain? Do they demand 
the recall of the High Commiaaioner be- 
oauae he took the opportunity while he waa 
in Scotland leotnring on Canada to aay 
a good word for their ocantry and to prove 
that In the matter of the live cattle trade it 
ia bsirg treated with irjustico by the Gov- 
ernment of the day. Our opinion ia that if 
Sir Charles Tapper had refrained on that oc- 
casion from telling his Scotch hearers what 
he knew to be the trnth with respect to the 
exolnaion of Canadian live cattle he would 
have acted in a cowardly manner which 
everyone in the Dominion knows Is foreign 
to hie nature. 

The theory ol onr deeply read neighbor 
appears to be that Sir Charles Topper occu- 
pies a diplomatic position in London, and 
that he la on precisely the aame footing with 
respeob to the Court of St. James aa a for- 
eigner, and haa no greater right to interfere 
in tho domeatic oonoerns of the Kingdom. 
Since ho found faalt with the Government a 
policy with regard to Canadian oattle, Lord 
Roaebery, it oontenda, oan, if he aeea fit, 
repreaent him to the Dominion Government 
as " a, persona non grata " and auggeat tho 
expediency of ordering him homo. It ia 
very singular indeed that thia brilliant idea 
did not enter the head of the editor of the 
Edinburgh Sootamanwhen be waa oomment- 
iog on and commanding the High Commia 
sinner's address. This is what that very 
able and independent paper says with re- 
spect to tho trade between Great Britain 
and Scotland : 

For the people and rulers of this country 
the affairs oi the Dominion posseaa an inter- 
est and impose a reaponsibility that do not 
belong to those of auy foreign country. It 
ia under our flag. It revolves, as a body of 
the firat mugnliudo, round tho general 
tro of tho Hritish Imperial ayeteiii. In apiio 
of tho bulk and propirquity of the Unittd 
HtutfB, Canada Is cominorcially uttacliod to 
the Ivingdom ucroaa the Atlantic ut least ua 
much as to tho Kupublic on tho oppoaite 
shore of the St. Lawrence. Cunuda liuds 
In thia country tho chief murUct for ita 
produce ; oven In ita importa, where the 
Knpublic poeaesBos ao many advuutugea, 
tho ahaiu drawn from the United King- 
dom increases moro rapidly than that ob- 
tained from tho United Stalea. If wo 
lose our hold on Canadian trade, it will pro- 
bably be nobody'a fault except our own. 
Along with thia, and Ka a condition of it, we 
muab retain the confidence and attachment 
of the Queen's Canadion aubjoota. We 
ahould atrivo by all inoana in our power to 
atrongthon concurrently the bonda of senti- 
ment and of self-interest which unite tho 
Dominion to the centre of tho Empire ; and 
one of the first and most obvious mouna of 
cfTdcting thia high end ia to inform ourselves 
diligently oonoernlDg the resources, the 
wiahea, the needs, and even the prejudices 
of tho groat North American colony. 

Thereisnob a hinthoro oi' tho remotest kind 
that Sir Charles Tuppor had in his addrcoa 
aaid one word that wua calculated to mako 
him obnoxious to tho British Government. 
The probability is that the Sootsman would 
aocub the idea If anyone should be ao 
idiotic aa to suggest it. 

The Victoria Times, wo find, ia not tho 
only nowepapor culling itself Liberal that 
condemnii tho High Commissioner for hav- 
ing in Scotland truthfully atatod tho .facts 
with reapeob to the Britiah oattle trade. 
The Hamilton Times and the Toronto Globe 
disapprove of the oourae hg^tock to advance 
the Interests io Great Britain of tho country 
whish ib ia hia duty to farther. Ihey all 



appear to forget that Sir Charles Tupper la 
a British aubjeot, possessing in Scotland and 
svery where else on British soil all the rights 
and privileges of a British subject. Sir 
Charles is fully qualified to become a mem- 
ber of the Parliament of Great Britain and 
is eligible for the position of Cabinet Minis- 
tor or even Premier, provided it was the 
will of the people that ho should occupy 
these positions. What folly, then, ia it to 
speak of him aa beiug in London on suffer- 
ance and occopyiDg the position he holds 
only 80 long as he Is oonsidered ■persona 
grata by Lord Rosebery. 

DOCTORS DIFFBR. 

lOlcotricul lOuginoor Stickols mukoa tho 
very aingular stutemeut that no one — which 
means of course no enginoor — oan say what 
the height of a smokestack should bo with- 
out testing it. We were under the Impres- 
sion that a man who understood the art and 
mystery of building power houses or fac- 
tories or chemical works could, when the 
data wore given him, oaloulato to a nicety 
how wido tho chimney should bo 
and how high, to produce the 
rcaults required. We were, it appears, 
altogether wrong. Tho engineer when 
he bcgina to build a amokeataok can- 
not tell uny more than an ordinary brick- 
layer how high it ought to bo. Mr. Robert 
Huniiltoii, h'.jwover, ateon to diiVor widely 
in opinion from Mr. Stickols. Ho evidently 
believes that there ia some science io 
smokestack building— that amokestacka are 
built by guesswork or at a venture, 
but that to build one of a given height a 
certain definite diameter is rcquirid The 
report of tho Council's proceedings atates ; 

Robert Hamilton, of tho Robert Hamilton 
Company, wrote that the stack at the eleo- 
trio light house should be 64 inobes inside 
and 100 foot above tlio grates," He said 
nothing about testing tho chimney to find 
out how high it ought to bo. It 
aeema that Mr. Hamilton haa con- 
fidence in hia opinion, for ho declared 
it the chimney was not built of the diameter 
which he specified he would nob tako any 
risk with respect to ib. It might bo built 
of any dimensions that tho City Council in 
their widdom ahould approve, but tho olty 
would have to take the risk. 

We would like well to know who ia right 
in this matter— Mr. Stiokels or Mr. Hamil- 
ton. Is smoke stack bnllding a matter of 
guesswork, or is it a matter of science 7 
Does the builder work in too dark until the 
structure ia nearly finished, and must he 
then keep on testing it until bo finds it ia 
high enough; or d)eB he from the first 
build with the aoientifio certainly that the 
chimney, if it ia built according to dealgn, 
will answer the purpose intended ? On tho 
answer to this question by a competent man, 
we should say, rests Mr. Sbickela' claim to 
be conaidered an expert.

sacquo— at least (3. A great majority of 
thu hunters announced their minds 
already made up on tho nno 
point — that thoy will not accept 
one-tifth l^oii the lay, Thoy have trades 
ashore at which they can do bolter than that 
they aay, and as landsmen thoy have a iiun- 
drod comforts to one at seo. It. was lioally 
decided that u cominitteo of hunters ahould 
wait upon tho ownera to day and present 
their side of tbe case. Tho hunters are will- 
ing to accept one- half lay nnd pay tbeir aa- 
biaianta, boat pullers and steurers out of 
their own pockets, thua greatly reducing the 
liouncial responsibility now borne exelusive- 
ly by the owners. Speaking about the 
matter lasb'' night, one sealer said : 
" We are willing to anffar with 
the owners to any reasonable extent, but 
we must live. I know that poorly oured 
skins seriously aBFaoted the London sales, 
and were it nut for this many of the owners 
would be ahead finanoially for last year's 
eoaling oporatioElt, or at least would be at 
no loss. I do not know exactly what the 
Indian hunters are asking this year, but I 
hear it ia §3 a canoe.

BKT0RM OF THE "TlILSTLK." 

After an abaenoe of throe weeks the 
steam achooner Thistle, Capt. Largloy, 
oamo into port yesterday morning with 
about a ton of hull mi t. '.Chia is all iliat was 
left of the big cargo she brought down from 
tho newly devo oped halibut tiahing grounds 
in an arctiipolago about twenty iiiiKs to the 
southwest of tho mouth of tho Skoena river. 
Tlio bulk of tho cargo, amounting to four 
carloads, waa ehippud from Vancouver to 
Roston and Cliicano via tho C P. R. For 
shipment tho halibut aro cleaned and then 
placed in boxes, limited to ,')00 pounds 
cap^cit^, with a moderate amount of ice. 
Tho number of fish to tho box can easily ba 
cotimated when it is stated chat 
tho halibut averaged l.'iO pi3unda 
each. Though three wteka on her 
initial trip, tho Thistle was by no means 
all thia time securing her cargo, ua it took 
her eight days to reaon thu fiahiug grounds 
and three moro to return. Going north she 
had the old Itubel in tow, und as the 
weather was extremely rough her apoud was 
greatly retarded. Il only took about lour 
days for tho entire cargo of halibut to bn 
caught. Tho amull fiahing bnata — thirteon 
in number — which the Thistle also took 
North with her, secured aa hii^h aa 100 fish 
in one day, working in from thirty-iive to 
fifty fathoma of water. Tlie weather, for- 
tunately, wa< fine. The Thistle waa all yea 
terday taking ico and box lumber aboard 
preparatory to returning North to-day. She 
will only Lo a abort time away next trip, as 
a cargo ia expected to bo awaiting her.

DlBcuiiuioii on tiiu Aitt'niiit to Kescind tbe Ac 
tlon Tiikeu In Carrjlni; Out Water 
Works Iniprovemems. 

Owiog to want of apioe the dUousaion in 
the oily oonnoil on Monday nlgbt on Aid. 
Munu'd nioiiou 'to reicind the oonnoUV de- 
oleion to inirohuse the waterahod until the 
filter biMlo V iiivdo and the borders of 
Elk und buuvur Ickrni cleiwnod, was crowded 
out in iho ri'port. of the proooedinga pub- 
lished ycBtorday morning in the CoLONlsr. 

ALU. Mu.NN httviuH introduced his mo- 
tion, Aid. IJA-yiT opposed it beouuae it 
would bo breaking faith with the nUopaynrs 
on the oonditiona sot forth in tho S1,')U,0U0 
by-law. When the menibora of tho council 
had onoo oomo to a coucluaion uftor careful 
ooneideration of the aubjuct thoy ahpuld 
carry it out. Anyone could sno tho condition 
of thinRB uround the lake, where tho oaaenco 
of bariiyarda and pig atyea was running down 
in tho uniall atreama into tho lake. That 
wua tho ruuBon why tho purohuao of tho 
watorshud was needed. Tho couaoil were 
going to bo careful in the exponditure of tho 
monty, and it would not bo wasted. Tfte 
filter beda could be put in for §oO,0<JU at tho 
outside, §70,000 would purchaae what land 
was required, and $30,000 would be auffi 
oient to do the cleaning up and tho other 
work neooBsary. 

Al.u Hu.Mi'liitKY said the preamble of the 
reeolution was misleading. It wua not in- 
tondod to buy 1,600 aarea of land ; the as- 
BOBsor had only been inetruoted with a view 
to purchasing the woret part of the water- 
ahed. 

ALD. Bakbr bad favored the by-law and 
be did not think that it was the intention 
to buy up 1,600 acres ; it was wise, how- 
ever, to secure certain portions wliicli wuro 
causing the pollution of ihe lake. 

His WoF^suii' beliovod that the first con- 
sideration of tbeby lttw waa the buildiug of 
firiB olaes filterf, and secondly that ihj 
edges of the lake should ba cleared. Sup- 
posing tbe filter beds cost $SO,000 and the 
cleaniog outi $20,000, that left $S0,000 to 
expend in purobaslng the watershed. 

Ald Lbdingham held that buying the 
watershed was very moeasary to keep tho 
water of the lakes from being polluted. 

Ald Keitu- Wilson was more than sur- 
prised to hear saoh a resolution as '-hat pro 
poaed by Aid. Muun at this late day. It 
waa novtr conteniplattd to purchase 1.600 
acrea o: land, however desirable it would 
be to own tho whole watershed. Therefore 
the wliolo preamble of ihe rtaolulien waa 
mialoadiug. What the council had agieed 
to and carried by special reeolution was 
read to a public meeting, which unanimous 
ly approved of it, namely, lo epiiud the 
money, if voted by tho ratepayerH, tirat, in 
building the liitor beds ; HoconUly, in 
purchasing a portion of the waterahod, and 
thirdly in c.eaning round tho lake, etc 
Now iiore cime Aid. Munu with hia mia 
leading and untruthful reeolution to try 
and uudo what waa the wisli of the rato 
payors in public meeting assembled. Why 
did not Aid. Munn come forward at tho 
public meeting like a man and givo hia views, 
and not now try and spoil the good wrrk 
that was begun. It would be interesting to 
know his motives for bringing forward euch 
a resolution— it certainly wua not in tho in- 
terests of the city. Was it not a fact that 
certain aldermen in the past bad plotted and 
planned and schemed to build up a rival 
water works, and consequently wilfully ne- 
glected Elk Lake and allowed its works to 
fall . into decay and min. This resolution 
' iiDem'ed a step iii ih^ same direction, and 
he was going to votei against it. He here 
read from the report of the American 
water works convention, recently held at 
Minneapolis, to show that nearly all 
American cttfes were looking for water sheds 
free from pollBtion,.e8peolally from dairy 
and farm defilement. It, could easily be 
proved that water courses, such as run into 
the lake oould become contaminated and per- 
manently Impure from water passing over 
manured fields and through farm yurda, aa 
was now ustually the case at Elk lake and 
what the couucil had proposed was to pur- 
chase as much land as ia now a source of 
dinger to the water supply with the funds 
now at thtir diapoaal, after providing for 
tho other u( cjeaary itenia of expenditure. In 
borrowing this money it waa not lost sight of 
that KB Lxpondituro would be in tho boat in- 
terest of the working men of tho city. Some- 
thing between seventy and ninety thousand 
dollara would go directly to tho working 
men of Victoria uccrding to tho culoulationa 
as building the filter bed und n)ukiDg tho 
necesaary iuiprovementa round the lake 
would bo praotioilly a matter of labor, and 
aa tho atone, gravel and other neouaaary 
kinds of material were on the land. As to 
the coat of filtering water that waa an item 
to consider ; altUouj^h neceasiry to filter 
nearly uU lake water in aummer th< ro were 
many montha in the year ihnC filtration 
would bo unuecoea iry if tho aourco waa an 
unpslluled one. 

ALD MliKS held timl ihe engineer v, hose 
report the i-uunoil were followii i; H iiii thai 
it was oecetsiry to purohaao l.LiUlJ :icihs i f 
land. Tbo speakers who talked uon of the 
terrible pollution of tbe water supply had at 
the public moeti :g showed analyrca of the 
water claiming lo was purer tbua Theti:i 
lake. 

Ald Wilson — That was in tho sumnuT 
time, when the souioa of the evil wau dried 
up. 

Ald Mu.v.v maintained that many of the 
epcaliora claimed then that no filtration wan 
neccBfary at all. The oouncll would fiod 
that titn'j would justify hia reaolution.

quontly root pruning ia li necoBnity that Is 
overlooked being so litllo undorfltood, hut is 
nevortheleaa deaurvingof tho greuteat atten- 
tion. Then, nKiiin, tho wuahing und clean- 
ing of tho trcoa ia of importance, but ihia I 
need cot expatiate upon hh the rulca and 
regulations made and publiahod by thu hor- 
ticultural board, 1894, demand that thia 
shall bo done to all infected trees. There 
will bo a penalty not exceeding SriO for uo- 
glooting to doao. I have through tho press ho 
frequently advocated tho neoeusity of caro- j 
ful planting and tho aolootion of the moat 
Buitiblo varioliea of fruit that it ia strange I 
aee so little iniprovementj or entorpriae in 
thia branch, lii'sidea, I have en often to re- 
graft trcea thiit, hnvo only Ijeon planted a 
tew years.

PROVINCIAL DEVELOPMENT. 

To TUB Editor :— Anyone notlotog tho 
formation of tho Civio Improvement Associa- 
tion in Victoria must have been atruok with 
the good reaulla thkt should follow, and with 
the conaideraliun th'a if tho o:ipital ia to bo 
benc:lited by nuch i Iforta, liow much nioro it 
would bo to the advantage of every pirt of 
cho cfiuntry at laruo to advance tho iutercBto 
of tho province. I'^ery city haa ita citi/.ims, 
and all tho country ban ita citi/.ms ; thoy 
aro not conliiu'd to any city, or town, or 
municip Uil y, or holding, 'I'hey areall forthe 
good ()f all. Tho good of all is tho diatrihu- 
lion of good to all tho jinpulatioii, whetiier 
in city, in town, or in iiiunicipjiity, and al- 
so to whore none of Iheno exiai, viz : to tho 
country that wants opening up. 

Not many years ago there wore few cities 
or towns, aiicl the muj jrity of tho popula- 
tion waa in tho oouniry. 'Iho population 
of tho towna has been helped by railways, 
making thorn larger, und in the case of Van- 
oiiuver 10 mako a now town, Does It not 
stand to reason that if wo havo moro rail- 
ways wo will havo more population '.' In 
days not long ainco puat it wua tlio custoin 
for manufikoiurera in tho Uld Country to 
cousigo goods to firms abroad, through tho 
houd bouses of the firms in England. For 
many years this business was a groat 
success, espeoiully as competition waa 
□ot ao brisk, and the English houses were 
usually first in the field and did their work 
honestly and well. Afterwards oompotltion 
oanio in ; tho Germans, who had au|uirod 
our idea of mauufucturing goods from iho 
free Irudo policy of lOoglaiid, being the 
lirct, and then oompetition began. Tho 
huaincBS men among tho irianufaoturors, who 
wore conaignore, fjuiokly aaw tho difTorenoo, 
und while rooognizing tho fidelity of tho 
foreign houaea to tho intorcsta cntruatod to 
thoin, thought that it would bo a hotter ar- 
rungoniout for tho home houao to tuko ctjual 
aharea with thorn aa conaignora In tho ad- 
vonturoa that woro made. This was done 
and works with great advantage to tho pro- 
uont day on what is known ua joint uccouut, 

2n'ow, thin ie whut ia wanted— a purtnor- 
ahip in tho development of thia province, 
Tlio provinoo muat thoroforo ahoiv itaulf 
ready to bo a partner lu auch dovolopmeut. 
And in what way has that dovoloptnent to 



be secured t Is there any doubt as to the 
answer ? By railways, of course. We havo 
a railway to the south of the province ; we 
want one to the north. Tne Dominion 
of Canada built the southward one 
and got credit by It. Let British 
Columbia show a belief In herself 
by becoming a partner In the 
build irg of tho northern road, and by doing 
BO ahowing that she believes Id herself. 
Moreover, lot her show lior belief in the ro- 
aourcea of tho interior by giving a propor- 
tion of her rovenuo to tho ultiinalo couaoli- 
dution of hor credit, which will bo amply 
repaid by tho resources from mining whioh 
will 1)0 helped by thia railway. 

Lot us look at tho paying resourcQS of 
tho province. Wo have lands, tiiiibor and 
mining. Which uro behind in luxes '.' Not 
certainly mining. Mining ia net cush, "l ou 
cannot get u miner 'a certili:aie without pay- 
ing caah for it : you cannot register your 
claim or recorcl anything without paying 
cash down. And ihis mining district of 
Cariboo, which will ba opened up by a 
northern railway, ia rich in inintral, Thut 
is well-known and acknovrlegeii. It hua 
been reinarked minea ure in fem ; und min- 
ing iii c.ibh to the government. So mining 
is tho strong hand of tho government, and 
mining should bu LOnsidored. In tho 
preneiit condition of the markotB of the 
world tho gold properlies of t^uriboo demand 
attention, ua it ia undoubtedly tho great 
gold bearing district of liritiah Colundiia, 

But there is a great agricultural and 
atook country ua well that will bo opened 
up by this railway. Anyone who chooaea 
may road of tho msgnifioent country in tho 
Chilootin and elsewhere if they look up the 
ucoounta of tho diiforent survey parlies that 
have been through tho district, SO that there 
will not only bo tho niines, but the agricul- 
tural dlatriota to feed the mines, receiving 
good pricea for their products without Im- 
fiortation. 

Ruilwuya — aa waa ably pointed out by Mr. 
Lfunter in hia speech closing the debate on 
tiio uddrras, wlien ho referred to the Shua- 
wup & Okanugun railway — though not 
neceiiaurily giving imniediato evidence of 
thoir usefulneaa, show by tho tuxoa collected 
from sottlera — who would not havo been 
thero bub for tho railway — that thoy aro 
doing a much wanted good, whioh will 
eventually bear a moat prominei;; part in 
tho rovenuo returns of tho country. 

A railway to open up iho upper pirt of 
tho province bus for years bi im u recognized 
need, and as ia well known iho original in- 
tention of tho C I'. R. liiy in that direction, 
and tho change of route was at tho time 
considered by many praotioul men to bo a 
miatuko, and the time haa now arrived to 
remedy that ndatako by building u railway 
to open up thia rich upper portion of tho 
province, and by doing so open up u fino 
country for tho ugriuulturiat and atcck- 
raiaer, who will find u market for their pro- 
duota in the oauntry and at no grc-nt dia- 
tanoe. Y, Z

LomiON, Dec. 1 — Tho Armenian aocioty 
of London has sent circulars to clergymen 
of all aecta asking [hem to attend tho mcot- 
iog called for Daoeniber 17 to protest against 
the atrocities In Armenia and oilling upon 
the government to force Turkey to Institute 
reforms. 

A dispatch from Athena eayc that the 
twenty Armenian refugeea who have ar- 
rived ibore in a destitute condition i.re bo- 
iog lodged at the expense of local Armeni- 
ans, who are tliemselvca very poor. 
Tho refugees sulfcred greatly during 
their long wanderings. They embarked ot 
rrcbi/onde in a Greek coaatcr which had to 
cjll Hi Constantinople and Smyrna on the 
vi yigo. While in those pons the captain 
concealed the refugees in the hold and 
bunkers, fearing that the Tutkiah police 
would search the vesaol. 

Athbos, Deo. 4 — For about eighteen 
months, the Armenians say, the province of 
Saaaoun baa been sarrounded by Turkith 
troops and nobody has been allowed to enter 
or leave. About four months ago the Tutk 
ieh authorliies learned that the inhabitanis 
of Vurteinia, a village outside of the frontier 
of .S^BsouQ, was sending for the necea- 
earie.'! of lifo to tho vlllsgo i f 
Dilvori^. Sa!:h com imnio ition between 
10 iwj \illug B bt'ii g prohibited, tho 
Turks iiuvHKucred nearly uU tile inhabitants 
01 Vartciiila. This was the second mas 
a icro to occur. Tbe first took 'place about 
a year ago 

Ono ot thn r.ifugnep, a man named Khiid- 
j k, states ihiit nia uiicio and aunt wore 
Ijotii killed, the latter beiiii; violated pre- 
vidu.s to being put t'J death. An Armciiii-n 
priest named Ivevoiit was killed for rt fusing 
to colobrato Tuikibh riles iti hii church at 
Varteniia- The village cmliiiiiod li'J.'i Ar- 
meniiin houses before tho Turks uitackeil it, 
but whtn the fugitives left, only twonty- 
Qve houses remained atanding. Dilvorig, it 
appears, is tho largest village in the 
provinco of .Sasaoun, and its inhabitants, 
when they learned of tho horrors per- 
petrated hy tho 'Turks ut Vartemia, at- 
tiokcd tho Turks on tho frontier. The 
Turkish commander eventually sent twelve 
soldiers into Dalvorig to leurn what had oc- 
curred. The Armenians, filled with in- 
dignation ab the atrooitios committed by 
tho Turks at Vartemis, attacked tbia de- 
taohmenb of Turkish soldiers and pnt them 
all to death. 

When tho Turkish commander hoard of 
tho death of his aoldiera be determined on 
vongo&nco in tho most bloody manner pos- 
siblo, A strong forco of Turkish troops 
was sent to tho villago with artillery, and 
tho masBacro began. The guns liept up a 
contiiiuoua fire upon Dalvorig, until praoti- 
caily not one atono was loft standing upon 
another. 

Dr. G. Theumain, a well known Armen- 
ian, hao jnut received a letter Written on 
September L".) from Todorlan, a village near 
Erzernuin. Tho writer eaya ; 

" How can I write of such horrors as our 
lifo for tho days since tlio I tth. Mounted 
robbers rode up to this villago an hour 
after Bunsot and immediately began an in. 
dii criminate attack upon tho Armenian 
inhabitanta. Over '20Q ahota wore fired at 
the houBo of tho Kov. Mr. ^lookis, pastor 
of tho Protestant community, who was 
absent] from Erzoroam. Throe balls 
•truok the pastor's wife in the face. She 
labicqnently died /torn tbe eSeota of her

wonnds. Some poor people from Khnoos, 
who were living in the basement of tbe 
paator'd house, hurried upstairs when the 
firing was going on, and all of them were 
wounded. Mr. Biohardaon, an American 
mlaainnary, came from Brzeroum to attend 
the funeral of the pastor's wife. On Sep- 
tember 25 a band cf robbers oommibted 
murder at Andig and carried off cattle. At 
Dody they broke into houses and plundered 
them of ihoir contents.

Oj rep 
resentutioiis sent to the Turkish government 
by the department of state of the United 
States, Dootor Thoumain was pardoned.

Tho following letter from Mr. W. Smith, 
Deputy Minister of Marine and Fisheries 
of Ca.nada, appears in the Times of Novem- 
ber 13 : 

Sib, — Owing to abeence from London 
my attention has only been oilled to a letter 
in your issue of tho.'il jt ult.,from Mcairs. 
J. fc A. Allan, of (Uaegow, respecting thn 
Canadian fast mail service. In a postscript to 
that comtnunicAlion is quoted an oxtruotfrom 
tbo New York Journal of Commerce of Oc- 
tober IStb, in which I am reported to have 
srated that the loheme as propoaed by Mr. 
lluddart ia impracticable, and that It can 
never prove a fioaoolal suooess, 

I ootioed from an Ottawa telegram In 
your issue on the 2nd insb., that Captain 



Wakeham, whoso name waa aaaoclated with 
mine In the matter, emphatically repudiates 
tboae statements, and 1 ahall be obliged if 
yon will give me the opportunity of stating 
in your columns that I generally endorse tbe 
terms of bis contradiction. So far from re- 
garding the soheme as impraotioable, I may 
say that I consider the proposed scheme 
quite feasible. The navigation of fast steam - 
era would naturally require the observance 
of the same prooautions as in tho caee of 
slower voBsels, but fast steamers poesesa 
advantages slower ones do nob, as explained 
by Captain Wakebam in his letter to Sir 
Charles H. Tupper. I also concur in his 
opinion thot " tho fast ship will be niuoh 
less likely to bo aiToctod by local currents, 
and that, while she is better able to taks 
every advantage of clear weather than a 
Blower boat, she need go no faster than 
prudence would warrant in thick weather." 

Tho excoUonoo of the lighting of tho shores 
of tho Gulf and of tho Hivdr St. Liwrenoo 
has often boon commented upon both by 
Admiral Sir John Hopkins, hia predcceaaor. 
Admiral Watson and otherc; and tho safety 
oftlioroulo of tho present day ia moat 
tir^ctivcly illustrated by tho largo 
number tf vessi la passing up and 
down tho river during the Boaaon of 
navigation. This in itself amply juatifiea 
Sir John Ilopkina' views aa to the poesi- 
biiity of a high rate of speed being main- 
tained, and instead of ridiculing these 
opinions, as reported to have done, I am 
prepared to endorse them. 

I have not made, and do not intend to 
make, any reiiiarlta upon tho echemo from a 
financial standpoint, and it would be out of 
place for mo aa a Kovornmenb othcial 
to do BO. In any oaso the commer- 
cial aspect of the question is one for 
capitalists, merchants and shippers, who 
are much more competent than I am to 
discuBs it: and I am sure that Mr. Hud- 
dart will be prepared to render them any 
h Ip thoy may need in farming an opinion 
upon that part of the subject.
